The amount allocated for the general budget, the spokesman said, amounts 
to 3.65 bailliom Dinare which represents an increase of 14 percent com- 
pared with last year's budget which amounted to 2.616 billion Dinars. 


Last Saturday it wes announced that the funds carmarked for the | 980 
import programme amount to }.971 billion Dinars representing 50 percent 
inerease compared with last year.
